Buying Feeders is a Study 


“Most mistakes in cattle feeding judgment 
comes from lack of information,” says Rex 
Beresford, live stock extension specialist, 
Iowa State College. “Men whom we recog- 
nize as successful feeders and good buyers 
have acquired this information. Many times 
it is the accumulated experience of years; 
with a good many others it is the result of 
close study of markets and market condi- 
tions. The young feeder or the man who 
feeds a few cattle and who has not acquired 
the information from experience may still 
make use of it if he will. Much of this in- 
formation is available in market reports and 
statistics and through observation of condi- 
tions at the central market. Such informa- 
tion is not difficult to obtain if the feeder 
knows what he is looking for. 

“There are some questions to which the 
prospective cattle feeder needs a fairly def- 
inite answer before purchasing feeder cat- 
tle. They are, what kind of cattle should be 
bought, when should they be purchased and 
where should they be obtained? One old 
cattle feeder when asked what kind of cat- 
tle it is best to buy replied, “Always buy the 
kind ‘you can get most worth the money.’ 
This is a simple rule to state, but not so 
simple to follow. Study of the following 


factors will at least throw some light on the 
problem of what to buy: 1, Available cattle; 
2, feed supply; 3, finances; 4 equipment and 
labor, and 5, prices and margins. 

“Too many cattle are bought at a price 
above the prevailing market for their kind 
and grade. If the prospective cattle feeder 
has not already done so, he can spend most 
profitably the necessary time in thoroughly 
familiarizing himself with the commonly ac- 
cepted market grades of feeder cattle and 
fat cattle as well. Then he can study market 
reports with understanding, and make his 
purchase with discrimination and on his own 
judgment rather than on the word of the 
possibly interested salesman or dealer. 

“Each year hundreds of loads of cattle are 
bought by Iowa feeders at from $0.50 to 
$2.00 a hundred higher than the market, 
simply because the buyer is not familiar 
enough with grades and values to discrim- 
inate. If the prospective buyer distrusts his 
own knowledge of feeder grades and values 
and has not the time to acquire it, it would 
be better to delegate his purchase to a reli- 
able commission buyer or dealer who does 
know the ropes. However, a little study and 
observation will afford the necessary infor- 
mation. Feeders well bought are half sold.”

for its prime objective the 
reception of the report of 
the “sifting committee” 
giving its findings in the 
matter of Secretarial tim- 
ber and possibilities was 
held on scheduled time. 

The cattle breeding 
world and live stock men 
generally have disclosed 
much interest in the out- 
come of these proceedings. 
The Journal is happy to 
report that the meeting 
was not alone conducted 
on scheduled time but that 
it was conducted on a 
thoroughly — satisfactory 
business basis from begin- 
ning to end. More busi- 
ness looking to the best in- 
terests of the Association 
and its membership was 
introduced and transacted 
during the two-day session 
than has been accomplish- 
ed in any series of meet- 
ings for years. Spirits run 
high and the most opti- 
mistic feeling seemed to 
prevail with each member 
of the board.

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lowa Gives Championships to Oklahoma 


The 1925 Iowa State Fair brought out the 
largest attendance in years, and the thing 
that appealed to the Journal this year as 
outstanding was not the particular high 
quality otf the live stock in any section, but 
rather the intense interest shown in the live 
stock section. The barns were filled with 
visitors who loitered and inspected, oft times 
quite critically the animals on display. 
While this indicates a renewal of interest in 
this particular branch of agriculture, that 
renewed interest was forcibly backed up and 
supported by the arena attendance during 
the judging periods. It seemed to matter 
not what breed might be showing its best 
before some judge of wide repute—it at- 
tracted and held the crowds who followed 
closely the placings. 

The big live stock pavillion where Judge 
Kenneth McGregor, now manager of the 
Harrison Farms in California, deliberated 
and selected the individuals that were to be 
awarded the ribbons in their respective 
classes of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle 
seemed to us to hold even more attention 
when the Bonnie Blacks paraded. Judge 
McGregor in his usual way served the fair 
board as official “placer” in a highly pleas- 
ing and satisfactory manner. Some of the 
contests were close, but there was no fault 
found at the ringside when the ribbons were 
tied. 

This general increased interest in Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in Iowa, in the center of 
the corn belt, is indicative of but one thing 
and that a growing in favor for the breed, 
which in turn spells success for the future. 
No man realizes better the real value of 
well bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle from a 
commercial standpoint than does the Iowa 
farmer today. He understands “why” there 
is a spread of nearly $10.00 per 100 pounds 
between the tops and the “general run” of 
market cattle these days. Such conditions 
invariably follow a National depression. 
Time alone will rehabilitate the farms and 
pastures with a good grade of cattle, and it 
is going to be up to the cattlemen as to how 
quickly they are to “come back,” for this 
come back can be staged only through the 
use of strictly high class beef type bulls. 

Save for the appearance of Judge Fuller- 
ton’s Oklahoma herd this would have been 
“All-Iowa Show,” there being eight Iowa 
herds represented. There were not so many 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle present as was desir- 
ed or expected but the general average qual- 
ity showed a marked improvement over oth- 
er years. There were no real tail-enders, 
still there were but few outstanding individ- 
uals—the average was high and the cattle 
as a whole rated nearer the average than 
at any time in the past. 

The champions and grand champions of 
course were representative of the real arti- 
cle. Judge Fullerton presented his pair of 
aged cattle for the supreme honors and was 
graciously granted that distinguished hon- 
or. Playman of Sunbeam never looked bet- 
ter and was perhaps never more susceptible 
to the touch. His depth seems to increase 
with age and he was generally conceeded to 
be the best beef-bred bull in the show 
grounds. His mate, Estelle S. 2d, such a 
general favorite throughout the show sea- 
son last year and winding up at Chicago 
where she was a red hot contender for su- 
preme honors, has carried along wonderful- 
ly well. She is wide and deep and smooth as 
an eel, roughing slightly at the tail head, 
but otherwise showing her best. 

An analysis by classes will not be con- 
ducted as most of these cattle will appear 
later and possibly at the International. The 


five aged bulls made a splendid showing, 
they were rich in type and conformation, and 
pointed the way to better breeding in a forc- 
ible manner. The June 1, 1922 to May 31, 
1923, class of four were likewise outstanding 
typey individuals and the list was headed 
by Fullerton’s Sunbeam’s Blue Ribbon with 
Kirschbaum the runner up with Elidur. The 
June to December 1928 class contained five 
and was headed by Escher & Ryan’s Baden 
Marshall with Fullerton the runnerup with 
The Peer of Sunbeam. 

The first class for 1924 was headed by E. 
& R’s Escort Marshall and Rosenfeld next 
with Eleazar. There were only four out 
here. The next class brought out five young- 
sters with Rosenfeld at the top with Black 
Juror 3d and Blake’s second with Blackbird 
Bing. The last class for 1924 was strong in 
quality too and Rosenfeld held both top po- 
sitions with Escher & Ryan next. The three 
bulls went to Fullerton; two to Rosenfeld 


-and Fullerton captured the senior and grand 


championship with Escher & Ryan taking 
the Junior championship on Escort Marshall. 

‘The cow classes were stronger in numbers 
with Fullerton’s Estelle S. 2d placing first 
and going to the senior and grand champion- 
ship in a class of seven. The same number 
came out in the first class for 1923 and Ros- 
enfeld led here with Queen Victoria G. 6th 
closely followed by Fullerton’s Keota 2d. 
They were much the same type and charac- 
ter and made a very pretty show. The last 
class for 1923 had six showing, the pair at 
the top were of that pleasing thick type, 
Fitch taking first honors and Escher & Ryan 
crowding somewhat with Barbara McHenry 
41st. The same thing occurred in the next 
class when Escher"&.Ryan’s Erica Energy 
35th pinched down hard on Fitch’s Blackcap 
Buelah, they were both splendid things and 
deserving of their positions, this was a good 
strong class to the finish. 

1924 gave six sweet things in her first 
class and Escher & Ryan took both tops with 
a pair of Ericas while Fitch had a Blackcap 
in next that looked mighty good. The Octo- 
ber 1924 class responded with seven head 
and Escher & Ryan went up while Rosenfeld 
crowded Fitch out of second place. 

The two-female classes showed seven sets 
and there were some very pretty pairings. 
Erica Energy 52d succeeded in landing the 
junior championship honors. 

Fullerton held the aged herd and Escher 
& Ryan went to the top with the young herd. 
Rosenfeld took the pair of calves in a class 
of six and Escher & Ryan captured the 
“Get”, thus scoring old Earl Marshall for 
the eighth time. Some record, and some 
cattle have made up these eight showings. 
They would make a wonderful picture could 
they be thus assembled. The bulls whose 
get contended here have been doing splendid 
work and they each presented a most credit- 
able group. It would be well were there 
many other such buls in service. 

The Baby Beef Show. 

There is no other one feature of the lowa 
State fair that holds so closely and so se- 
curely the destiny of future cattle business 
within its grasp as does the Baby Beef Show. 
Here the lads and lassies vied in friendly but 
keen competition, each for himself gather- 
ing data that will assist in making him a 
stronger and better man, a cleaner sport 
and genuinely good fellow. There was not 
an animal in either string that stood out 
stronger much than the rest, for that rea- 
son the Blacks forfeited to the Shorthorns 
the Iowa Championship which was won and 
earned by a wide margin. If the Blacks are 
to come back next year there will have to be

It is with pleasure that we call attention 
to the excellent herd belonging to A. R. Alt- 
house, Mendota, Illinois, a good substantial 
farmer-breeder with a faith in the future— 
at least he is another of the gentlemen who 
recently favored the Journal with a five- 
year subscription. They are coming thick 
and fast now, indicating a much better con- 
dition throughout the country this fall. 


One of the good herds to be found in Indi- 
ana is that owned by Y. D. Deardurff, Mo- 
rocco, who founded his pure bred herd in 
1912 and now has some thirty-five pure bred 
cows and heifers.

Big Success. : 

One hundred and forty-two pure bred ani- 
mals were placed on Maryland farms and 
for the most part, in places where pure: breds 
had never before grazed, as a result of Mary- 
land Better Sires Week which began on Au- 
gust 3 at Cumberland and terminated on Au- 
gust 7 at Belair. Most of these were sires 
of splendid breeding and they were placed on 
farms in 11 of the 23 counties of the state. 

At Cumberland, Hagerstown, Frederick, 
Rockville and Belair where sales of pure 
breds were conducted, farmers travelled 
many miles to purchase one or more of the 
exclusive animals. At Cumberland, a total 
of 18 pure bred animals were disposed of; 
at Hagerstown, the number went up to 24; 
at Frederick it was 24 again but at Rock- 
ville the number disposed of reached 52 
while at Belair, 24 animals were distributed. 
Although the campaign was known as Mary- 
land Better Sires Week, a number of pure 
bred dams were distributed to meet the de- 
mands of the farmers for better herds, in- 
cluding cattle, swine and sheep. 

In this campaign, which is expected to re- 
sult in improved herds and improved sources 
of breeding stock of the state, the principal 
cooperating agencies were: The Maryland 
Farm Bureau Federation, including the 
county and local Farm Bureaus, the Univers- 
ity of Maryland Extension Service, pure bred 
live stock associations, the Union Stock 
Yards Company of Baltimore, the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad, banks and many business 
organizations.

The Journal feels that it is but voicing the sentiments of the 
fraternity at large when it extends to Secretary W. H. Tomhave 
and his splendid family a cordial and whole hearted welcome to our 
Chicago offices.

Hogs are running steady at strong levels and there is 
no big increase in the visible supply. They may decline fren sor 
and they may not. On the whole no-serious decline is feared from ov- 
erruns at the market places. With the corn situation as it is there 
is an inclination to carry the hogs along to a greater weight thus 
preventing a flooding of the markets this fall. 

There is no perceptible increase in the cattle supply and feed- 
ers are just now entering the lots at strong prices. In the main 
these cattle returning to the country are thin and many of them 
exceedingly light—good material for the average corn belt farm 
where there will be an abundance of roughage this winter and plen- 
ty of grass next season. The indications being that these cattle in 
the main will be carried along and thus relieve the markets of any 
serious excess tonnage during the coming year. As a whole the 
straws are blowing in a most acceptable direction indicating, the 
Journal believes, a decidedly prosperous season for the cattle in- 
dustry from a market standpoint. 

This condition coupled with the fact that an ever increasing 
number of farmers are planning to grow their own feeders through 
the maintenance of pure bred herds of cows and the use of pure bred 
bulls brings the conclusion that this fall is perhaps the greatest time 
in the history of the cattle business to lay pure bred foundations. 
Many of these, and it is especially true in the Aberdeen-Angus di- 
vision, will be made up largely of good, sound substantial females 
carrying true beefing type and character. This sort of herds being 
established primarily to meet the requirements of an increasing 
demand for high class cuts in the retail shops of the Nation. 

__ Searcely will there be a man laying such a foundation but that 
will realize the advisability of adding to his cow herd a few head 
of outstanding females of the better families. The progeny of these 
good cows will be retained in the breeding herd for the purpose of 
improving the general standard of that herd. This to the Journal 
is, after all, good sound business sense. Following a program of 
this character will have far reaching effects upon the future cattle 
industry. 

Just at this time, in the face of marked financial improvement 
throughout the Nation the Journal believes that cattle buying, 
especially females, should be practiced not alone judiciously but 
generously as well. The man who stretches his best judgment today 
in order to procure a few head of good pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cows will ever rejoice that he ventured away from the shore line. 

It will be a long time before so many good substantial breeding 
cows will be placed on the auction block as have been selected to g0 
through the rings in the series of public sales listed in this number 
of the Journal. The writer has personally visited these herds and 
was agreeably surprised to find such an array of great massive, 
breedy cows and so many calves at foot. Opportunity knocks but 
once according to the adage, but here is a series of opportunities 
that should be improved upon.

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Why We Like Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 


By E. A. Latzke & Son, Junction City, Kansas 


Up to the time of 1914 we bred high grade 
Shorthorns and a small percentage of pure 
breds. We found they did not mature at an 
early age so we bred those good cows to a 
Hereford bull and watched the results for 
two years, when, not quite satisfied, decided 
to try an Aberdeen-Angus bull on the same 
grade cows and the heifers sired by the 
Hereford bull, so this cross gave us three 
beef breeds and we just let them live to- 
gether. Of course the Hereford bull marks 
his calves with a white face, and the Aber- 
deen-Angus bull got 100 per cent black 
calves from the Shorthorn cows, but the 
calves from the whiteface cows were black 
with white face. By the time we needed an- 
other bull, we did not hesitate to procure an- 
other Aberdeen-Angus, as the Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves seemed to be nearer the type that 
we were looking for. We liked the Aber- 
deen-Angus so well that by 1918 we bought 
our first pure bred Aberdeen-Angus female, 
and from then on we have been constantly 
building our herd the best we know how. 
However we still have several of the cows 
sired by our first Aberdeen-Angus bull. 

Regarding the feature we especially like 
in Aberdeen-Angus cattle, would say first: 
it is ‘the true beef type highest per cent of 
dressing for the packers’ which will natural- 
ly cause him to bid up on them. Second: 
you have absolutely no horns to contend 
with. Third: you have one solid color in 
your herd, which in my opinion is a very at- 
tractive part. We also find we have less 
trouble with the Aberdeen-Angus cows calv- 
ing, as an Aberdeen-Angus calf is usually 
considerably smaller than the other breeds, 
and naturally would prevent trouble. 

Another thing, in our opinion you can let 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull go longer before 
you castrate him, and get him by as a steer, 
than either of the other breeds. 

We also consider the appetite a great fact- 
or in cattle; as one of our neighbors remark- 
ed, who had used one of our bulls and also 
a Hereford: “It seems to me as though 
those black heifers will stand at the straw 
stack all day and eat straw, while the others 
are at the fence bawling for alfalfa hay.” 

We find the milking quality of these Aber- 
deen-Angus cows is very satisfactory, but 
above all we consider the market is the 
greatest, or the climax to all other features, 
and this year we topped the market with 
our Aberdeen-Angus calves on February 17, 
1925, being the top for the year up to that 
time, at $11.75 per cwt., there being 9,000 
on the market that day, and the next high- 
est load being $9.35.—Kansas Stockman.

for they realized full well that upon their 
findings and their recommendations rested 
in a large measure the future success of our 
great enterprise. It was with this thought 
uppermost that these men spent days and 
nights and weeks and months conducting a 
most critical research into the qualifications 
of men. Men were scrutinized minutely who 
never knew they were under observation. 
All this endeavor finally to be crowned with 
a report and its unanimous acceptance plac- 
ing in nomination one of the keenest, and 
certainly one of the most excellent men that 
could be prevailed upon to help us carry our 
breed forward in a big way. After an ex- 
haustive preliminary report as to the pro- 
cedure of the committee and the unexpect- 
ed difficulties that were necessary to over- 
come Chairman Hartley presented the com- 
mittee report recommending Professor Wil- 
liam Henry Tomhave, head of Animal Hus- 
bandry Department Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, as the nominee. 

No man outside the committee had the 
slightest inkling as to whom would be rec- 
ommended. The name of Prof. Tomhave fell 
upon anxious ears and found satisfactory 
logdment immediately. Great surprise was 
voiced at every hand that he was at all avail- 
abie. Immediately the information was giv- 
en from the committee to the effect that the 
nomination was only tentative depending en- 
tirely upon one thing—the acceptance of 
Prof. Tomhave. A phone call to Penn State 
resulted in an acceptance of the nomination 
and a unanimous election of Mr. Tomhave. 

Now that Prof. Tomhave has been duly 
elected without a dissenting vote to the ex- 
ccutive position of secretary of the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
the Journal feels that the forward step for 
our advancement has been taken. Under the 
guidance of this man, who-carries a strong 
personality, a pleasing contenance and an 
ability to make himself at home wherever 
he may go in behalf of the breed there will 
be coming into our ranks hundreds of new 
men who have been patiently awaiting this 
day when they could feel that our breed, 
without question foremost in beefing quali- 
ties, should be clear of objectionable admin- 
istrative procedures and encumbrances. 

Secretary Tomhave will assume his office 
about October 1st in order that he might be- 
come familiar with matters prior to the In- 
ternaticnal Exposition. In the meantime 
Acting Secretary John V. Arney, who has 
so efficiently conducted the Association af- 
fairs since the last annual meeting will con- 
tinue at the helm. “John” Arney has done 
more for the breed and the Association than 
any man will ever know and should be re- 
tained to further serve the Association pro- 
viding he could be induced to remain. 

Thanks again and again to the wise and 
sagacious course of our sifting committee, 
and the Board for its whole hearted and full 
acceptance of the committtee’s findings.
